I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 


During  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  Dr.  R.J.  Chapman 
continued  as  Acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  I  assumed  office 
on  the  1st  April  1947,  Dr.  Chapman  then  reverting  to  the  position 
of  part-time  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  estimated  population  for  each  District  In  the  Area 
shows , an  increase  on  the  previous  year.  The  Birth-rate  for 
Tonbridge  Rural  District  was  higher  than  that  for  England  &  Wales 
and  showed  an  increase  on  last  year  whereas  the  Birth-rates  for 
ooth  Urban  Districts  were  lower  than  the  average  for  the  country 
and  showed  a  decrease  on  those  for  last  year.  The  Death-rate 
in  the  Area  was  higher  than  that  for  the  country  but  lower  than 
that  for  the  previous  year.  The  Infant  Mortality  rate  for  the 

Area  was  25,  a  satisfactorily  low  figure  compared  with  a  rote  of 
41  for  England  &  Wales  In  1947  and  34.9  for  the  Joint  Area  in  the 
previous  year.  One  Maternal  death  occurred  In  Tonbridge  Rural 

District  and  none  in  either  Urban  Districts. 

The  year  was  marked  by  the  occurrence  of  the  worst 
epidemic  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis)  which  has 
afflicted  this  country.  In  the  Joint  Health  Area" 20  cases  were 
notified  with  one  death.  Details  of  the  epidemic  as  It  affected 
the  Area  are  given  in  the  Infectious  Diseases  section  of  the 
Report . 


The  total  number  of  notified  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 
in  the  Area  was  higher  than  that  for  the  previous  year  duo  to  the 
higher  figure  for  measles  and  whooping  cough,  the  incidence  of 
these  diseases,  however,  was  lower  in  Tonbridge  Urban  District. 

Only  two  cases  of  Diphtheria  wore  notified  and  no  deaths  occurred 
from  this  disease  or  from  scarlet  fever.  One  death  occurred 

from  measles  and  one  from  whooping  cough. 

During  the  year  a  Local  Publicity  Campaign  was  carried 
out  urging  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

On  1st  May,  1947,  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regula¬ 
tions,  1947,  came  into  force.  This  is  an  Important  measure  dealing 
with  the  heat  treatment,  cooling,  storage  and  serving  of  ice-cream. 
The  premises  of  manufacturers  and  distributors  of  Ice-cream  were 
inspected  in  company  with  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  who  Instituted 
routine  sampling.

The 
water  from  this  supply  is  treated  with  chlorine  and  all  treated 
samples  were  satisfactory.

Water  Works  can  be  supplemented  if  required  from  Tonbridge  and 
Tunbridge  Wells  and  during  the  year  the  quantity  was  maintained. 
Approximately  99%  of  the  houses  are  supplied  by  public  mains. 

No  extensions  to  mains  were  made  during  the  year . 

DRAINAGE  &  SEWERAGE. 


In  Tonbridge  Rural  District  no  important  improvement  works 
were  carried  out  during  the  year  but  preliminary  reports  were 
prepared  with  the  object  of  submitting  schemes  for  all  the  parishes 
ei-ther  for  new  sowers  and  disposal  works  where  required  or  for 
bringing  up  to  date  the  existing  disposal  plants.  Similarlj- 

in  Tonbridge  Urban  District  although  no  important  improvement 
works  were  carried  out  other  than  the  internal  sowers  on  the 
Trench  Wood  and  the  Tudeley  Lane  Housing  Estates  preliminary 
consideration  was  given  to  the  preparation  of  a  comprehensive 
drainage  and  sewerage  scheme  to  meet  the  growing  requirements 
of  the  town.

Action  under 
Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act  1936  In  respect  of  unfit  houses  is 
limited  by  lack  of  available  alternative  accommodation.  In 

Tonbridge  Rural  District  Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of 
10  individual  unfit  houses  where  action  was  considered  urgent  and 
in  Tonbridge  Urban  District  in  respect  of  one  unfit  house.  Good 
progress  was  made  in  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  as  sot  out  in  the 
extract  from  the  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  Tonbridge 
Rural  District.

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COMPLAINTS. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  44  complaints  wore  made  by  residents 
in  the  district  dealing  with  miscellaneous  matters,  among  which  were 
included  housing  complaints,  water  supplies  and  infestations.  All 
of  these  were  dealt  with  as  far  as  possible. 

DISINFECTING,  CLEANSING  &C .  OF  PREMISES. 

The  number  of  houses  disinfected  in  connection  with  cases  of 
Infectious  disease  was  56;  the  number  of  houses  disinfes tated  35. 

CAMP  SITES. 

Fivo  camp  sites  were  occupied  during  1947.  After  many  difficulties 
these  were  cleared.  Licence  was  issued  under  Section  269  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  in  respect  of  one  site. 

SUPERVISION  OF  HOP-PICKERS  *  ENCAMPMENTS. 

Hop-picking  commenced  rather  earlier  this  season,  on  27th 
August  and  was  completed  generally  by  20th  September.  95  camps 
in  the  District  were  occupied  with  a  total  of  31,963  pickers. 

132  new  huts  have  been  erected  since  last  season  together  with 
other  amenities  for  the  pickers.  Nineteen  of  the  old  obsolete 
type  huts  have  been  demolished.  The  weather  was  perfect  through¬ 
out  the  season  and  considerably  helped  growers  in  keeping  camp 
conditions  satisfactory.  It  was  noted  that  scavenging  arrange-ments 
were  remarkably  good,  only  in  a  few  instances  was  it  found  necessary 
to  request  growers  to  remove  accumulations  of  refuse.  Daily 
patrolling  of  the  camps  was  carried  out  and  a  total  of  191  inspec¬ 
tions  were  made.  Action  for  infringement  of  the  Byelaws  v/as  taken 
chiefly  where  bad  latrine  accommodation  was  found.  The  growers 
persist  in  siting  and  trenching  latrines  wrongly  and  it  is  intended 
to  issue  recommendations  to  all  growers  by  next  season  for  the 
improvement  of  latrine  accommodation.  On  a  small  number  of  camps 
there  was  a  deplorable  waste  of  food,  as  much  as  half  loaves  of 
bread  were  found  in  refuse  bins.  Visits  wore  not  made  by 
representatives  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  this  season.
